hope of all Papiſts,andthe Lands enemies , who 
with for nothing more then. the diffolotion of 
both houſes, Whoſe harmony (ifthey proceed) 
will be to qurperpetuall good, and their fudden 
Confuſion. 


Wewhoarcalwayes abroad, can. beſt tellno 
t. upor. the Earth. is. comparable to 
it ;. eſpecially , forehe keeping of a Crown upon 
a Kings head,for the procuration of the Subje&s 
Loyalcie- , and unfei fideticy rotheir Mas 
narch, far the flouriſhing of Traffique and Mee 
chandizing/this Kingdomes-right-hand)the corr- 
tinuatian ofall, whickis, was, andincceſſarily 
muſt. be by Parliamenrs..
